The first and second races furnished tingling 
finishes. The first was at a mile, with Ween- 
atchie the favorite around 2 to 1. Covington 
Ky, on the strength of a mile work-out in 1 :414, 
was wisely and consistently played from 5 to 
3 to 1. 

Covington Ky won, though he beat Ween- 
atchie but a nose. 

The second race fell to Lucy Belle, ancl Uncas 
and Mamie Callan were so close together at the 
end that the judicial eye was puzzled.
